Clipper on the Manila-Singapore inaugural 
air service amounted to 6,896, and Singa- 
pore-Manila, 3,100, according to Director of 
Posts Juan Ruiz. 


Because one of the local airlines had al- 
ready made the first flight from Manila to 
Cebu some years back, the cachet of the 
Philippine Air Mail Society submitted to the 


postal authorities for the Manila-Cebu_in- 
augural air service of the Philippine Air 
Lines Inc., was rejected. Ain’t that a candy 
excuse?

“DON’T WRITE--ABOUT SHIPS,” was 
the postal slogan applied on some covers car- 
ried by the California Clipper on the first 
Singapore-Manila flight. 


A collection of German, Chinese, and 
Japanese stamps to the value of 2,000 pesos 
was reported to the police authorities on June 
11, to have been stolen from the office of 
Ernest Berg, president of the Red Star Stores 
Inc., Manila.

Covers With Department 
Stamps Are Rare 


The Philatelic Research Laboratory of New 
York, in preparing the Knapp Collection for 
further sale at auction has come to that sec- 
tion which is devoted to U. S. Department 
Stamps on cover. 

In speaking about the origin of these stamps 
the Laboratory states: 

“In 1875, Congress was swept with a wave 
of economy and passed an act, doing away 
‘with the franking privilege accorded to their 
members and to the various government de- 
partments. 

“Each branch of the government was 
henceforth compelled to purchase its postage 
stamps from the Post Office Department out 
of a special appropriation, and in order that 
a strict accounting of postal expenses might 
be made special stamps were issued for each 
of the main government departments. Even 
the President was not exempted from this 
ruling and all mail sent from the White 
House was compelled to be franked with 
stamps made expressly for this use. Mail sent 
from U. S. consular offices in foreign coun- 
tries coming to the State Department in diplo- 
matic pouches had to have their own special 
stamps put on before they could be forwarded 
to the sender.” 

“In all, nine special series, ranging from 5 
to 16 stamps, were prepared. These were for 
the Department of Agriculture, the Executive 
branch, Department of Interior, Justice De- 
partment, Navy Department, Post Office De- 


partment, State Department, Treasury De- 
partment and War Department.” 
“While in uncancelled condition it is not 


of any great difficulty to secure an adequate 
representation of these stamps, it is a far dif- 
ferent story to attempt to secure examples on 
original envelopes.” 

“The Edward S$. Knapp Collection, now 
being catalogued for public sale by the 
PHILATELIC RESEARCH LABORATO- 
RIES, INC. of New York, has an unusually 
large group of Department stamps on origi- 
nal covers, including several examples which 
are the only ones known in this state. Their 
actual rarity can well be understood when it 
is seen that during his more than 30 years 
of collecting, he was able to acquire less than 
50 examples, and his interest in forming as 





complete a collection as possible was well 
known to all his friends.’

is somewhat of a pleasant experience. It gives 
one a cross-section perspective of how the 
higher-ups act when impulse and quick- 
thinking are salient features. This is no oc- 
casion where even a suave poker face can dis- 
guise its emotions. A stamp 
wants an item evalued at seven, eight or nine 
hundred dollars will have plenty of time to 
think it over, if the proper judgment is not 
exercised. Such auctions, of are not 
crowded. They attract men who are not ac- 
customed to petty buying, and so one finds 
the prospective bidders seated around tables 
in the room, verily alike a panel of grand 
jurors, or how the peace conference appeared 
in picture, only on a smaller scale. The auc- 
tioneer usually conducts the proceedings in a

modulated manner, without the fanfare of 
trivialities so conspicuous by the lesser soap 
and watch auctioneers. No tobacco auction- 


eer’s chant is interpolated. The bidders and 
buyers raise a pencil as a signal, and the auc- 
tioneer gauges his own stipulated rise in price. 
Strangely enough, many of the bidders or 
buyers are strangers to the regular set of 
stamp folks. It is principally so because the

collector to know the identity of the original 


purchaser. A casual survey of the pencils in

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An 1847 Find 





Mr. Norman Serphos of the Scott Stamp 
& Coin Company announces the purchase of 
a recent find of Sc and 10c stamps of the 
1847 issue. It is a peculiar thing that this 
find which brings to light the largest known 
block of both the Sc and 10c stamps should 
be of but a few pieces and that the stamps 
are evidently from parcel mail and that lit- 
tle in the nature of letters with the stamps, 
showed up with the material, such letters as 
there were, were principally stampless cov- 
ers, predating the stamps. 

The stamps were found by a young man 
in New York, among some old papers in 
the estate of his grandmother. The man was 
not a stamp collector yet had evidently heard 
or read enough about stamps to realize that 
the stamps were probably of value and thus 
they were saved and taken to the Scott 
Company. Thus newspaper and other pub- 
licity has helped save something that thus 
far is unique im stamps of this issue. Doubt- 
less many more stamps of value are destroyed 
every year than are saved in this manner. In 
the average old estate one usually finds a 
handful of old coins and shin plasters, the 
value of which is little more than actual 
face and these things are carefully saved 
in the belief or hope that they may be of 
great value, while on the other hand, trunks 
full of old papers and letters are frequently 
burned up as worthless. 

The stamps in this latest find consist of 
blocks of 8 and 12 of the Sc value and 
blocks of 3 and 6 of the 10c value. The 
block of 8 of the Sc appears in superb con- 
dition while the block of 12 is badly cut 
and shows but one block of four stamps 
that can really rate as good also a single 
stamp in another part of the block. The 
block of 3 of the 10c is a fine piece while 
the block of 6 is badly clipped at the left. 
This piece shows the inaccurate spacing of the 
10c stamps as the top stamp of a vertical 
strip of three clearly shows that the two 
lower stamps are out of line with it and 
are thus cut into by a straight vertical 
line. 

Illustrations of all four pieces are shown 
in the July 12 issue of “Stamps.”

Polonus Condemns 
Miniature Sheet 


The Polonus Philatelic Society with a 
coast-to-coast membership interested in the 
stamps of Poland, went on record at its 
July 11 meeting not to recognize the seduc- 
tive miniature sheet issued recently by Ger- 
many, presumably for use in occupied Poland. 
The sheet comprises eight perforated stamps 
(2 wide by 4 high), each in red and gray 
of 10 zloty face value, and has a garland of 
oak leaves and typical Nazi embellishments 
around the border of the sheet. 

Inasmuch as the denomination of this stamp 
is far above any usual postal rate, it is ob- 
vious that it was issued purely as a money- 
making venture. The face value of the sheet 
is $16.00, and has been retailing for $20.00 
to $25.00. The highest value of any regular 
stamp issued by independent Poland was 3 
zloty (60 cents face). According to the 
column of The Souvenir Issues Association in 
the International Stamp Review, this sheet 
has not been recognized by the S.I.A. and 
probably won’t be. This column also states 
that the illustration on the stamp is taken 
from the German publication Hartman Sche- 
del’s “World History,” published in 1492. 
Schedel was a physician who wrote during his 
spare time (1440-1514.) 

Inasmuch as the illustration and the mo- 
tives on the sheet are not Polish and inas- 
much as the abnormally high denomination 
is purely speculative, the members of the 
Polonus Philatelic Society look disparagingly 
upon this issue and definitely will refrain 
from falling into the trap of the Nazi scheme 
to finance their war. 


@ The imperforate Soviet regular issues of 
1924-25 are believed to have been a govern- 
ment speculation, as the stamps did not en- 
joy any use by the public. 


@ The Dominican Republic has _ established 
a Secretary of State for Communications. 
The Postal Service had formerly been part 
of the Ministry of Public Works.

writes “The last sentence, Col. 2, page 553, 
issue of June 28, 1941, should read.” “Ber- 
muda, A. P. O. 802, commenced operations 
April 18, 1941.” He states further, ‘April 
18, is the date of the sailing of the American 
Legion, and the first day any letter was can- 
celled at APO 802”. Also “Many P. O. 
clerks still think that foreign rates apply to 
the APO’s.” 





System's Cancelled Stamps 
Maintain London Hospital Beds 


Many sick youngsters from poverty-stricken 
sections of London have been restored to 
health in Queens Hospital for Children 
through the cancelled stamps on letters sent 
to Consolidated Edison companies in the last 
eight years. Every week some 125,000 envel- 
opes, addressed to System companies (not in- 
dividuals) are tossed into canvas mail bags 
to be picked up by Miss Edith Grinnell Bow- 
doin of 39 Park Avenue, whose stamp collec- 
tions in this country over a period of years 
have enabled her to maintain two free beds 
for children in the British hospital. System 
companies, including Consolidated Edison, 
Brooklyn Edison, Queefis Electric and West- 
chester Lighting, have given some 50,000,000 
cancelled stamps to Miss Bowdoin since 1933, 
it is estimated. 

Largest contributor today is the Manhattan 
Commercial Center, which fills the hospital 
mail bags with 6,000 envelopes 2 day—some 
36,000 a week. Other System locations which 
swell the cancelled stamp total are Irving 
Place, 2,000 daily; Rider Avenue, 2,500; 
Pearl Street, 4,700, and Queens Plaza, 4,500, 
Westchester-Yonkers furnish 1,500. 

Miss Bowdoin carries on this charity with 
the assistance of friends and retainers who 
trim the millions of stamps she gathers from 
big business organizations in New York and 
other cities throughout the country. The war 
has not cut down on annual shipments of 
seventy to eighty-five pound cartons, con- 
taining a total of some 15,000,000 stamps, 
although shipments today are more irregu- 
lar than in former years, Miss Bowdoin says. 
The stamps are reaching their destination and 
grateful letters are being received from the 


hospital, which sells them to dealers and 
other collectors, turning over remaining 
stamps to papier mache and artificial lint 
producers. 


“I am thankful to say the hospital has 
still escaped serious damage,” says a recent 
communication from the hospital secretary. 
“We are now accepting casualty and at 
raid cases from hospitals made untenable by 
bombing, but this has in no way interfered 
with the care of our children. We are ad- 
mitting lots of children and passing as many 
as possible on to safer areas than that #~ 
which the hospital is situated. 

“Frankly,” the letter continues, “I find # 
difficult to refrain from an excess of enthu- 
siasm over what you and your helpers are 
doing by sending us stamps for sale. It is the 
most remarkable income producer the hospital 
has and if you are able to keep it up, we wil 
gladly give you a third cot.”
